Samuel Jordan arrived at Jamestown with Sir George Somers fleet, 1609. 
Samuel Gourden of Charles City Co, “an ancient planter, who hath abode 
9 years in this colony and his wife Cicily, who hath abode 2 years in the 
colony” received a Patent for 450a in three plantations, part adj John Rolfe 
(Surry Co) 2pt “abuts the great River, upon a Swamp, adj Martins hope, 
and 8d pt near Sandys, south upon Ye Great River” Sept 10, 1620. This 
land lay in the “Territory of Great Weyonoke” and was already planted. 
Samuel Jordan represented Charles City Co, in the House of Burgesses 1619. 
He settled at a place called “Jordons Journey” in the present confines of 
Prince George Co Va, and fortified his house, called “Beggars Bush” and 
defied the Indians during the massacre of Mar 22, 1622. His wife Sisley ar- 
rived in Va, in the Swan, Aug 1610, age 24 years. Among those living at 
Jordans Journey, Feb 16, 1623 are found, Cicily Jordan, and two children: 


Mary age 3, and Margaret age 1, born in Virginia. Cicily Jordan m soon 
ufter 1632. Capt William Farrar. Samuel Jordan was living 1632. 


Sumuel Jordan had three sons, born in Bnglund, who came to America, 
one of them Robert being killed by the Indians, 1622. The other two Samuel, 
who settled Surry Co, and became ancestor of a branch of Jordans who 
moved west, and north, Thomas his brother born 1600, came to Va in the 
ship Diana 1624, age 24. He settled in Isle of Wight Co Va, where he had 
a grant for 900a of land “at the head of Warricksqueake River” adj Mr 
Butler Aug 20, 1635. He was a soldier under Sir George Yeardley, and 
represented Warrasquoke, in the House of Burgesses Oct 1629, 32. His son 
Thomas (2) patented land in Nansemond Co Va, 1666, and lived in, or near 
Chuckatuck. In lower Mo meeting records, he is spoken of as “Thomas 
Jordan of Chuckatuck.” He gives the information in these records, that 
“he was born 1634, and received the truth in ye year 1660, and abode faith- 
ful in it unto ye end of his days” (Records Lower Mo Meeting, Nansemond 
Co.) 

Jordan, Thomas (s of Thomas) m Margaret Brasseur (d of Robert) French 
Huguenot, issue:

Thomas Jordan (4) was a 
Church Warden of Suffolk Parish, Nansemond Co, year 1757, and was prob- 
ably dead July 13, 1759, when he is spoken of as a “former Church Warden.”

Bough, in Isle of Wight Co, 8, 10mo 1688. His will p in Isle of Wight Co 
Va, Feb 1, 1709. - Wife Margarett, to whom he left plan’ “where I now live, 
for her Natual life, and at her death to son John,” if he die without heirs, 
to four youngest dau’s: Mourning, Elizabeth, Mary, & Susanna. To dau 
Martha a negro girl “named Moll.”

Sarah, & Mary Pritchard, ‘negroes which I lent to my dau Elizabeth.” Ap- 
pointed son Thomas, & Benjamin Ex. Test’ Thomas Newby, Mary Pritchard, 
Israel Perry. 

Mary Pritchard (d of Elizabeth née White) will Oct 1765, names brother 
Benjamin Pritchard, to whom she left “all my land,” sisters: Elizabeth and 
Miriam, mother-in-law Sarah Pritchard (step-mother) aunt Sarah Albert— 
(son) bequest, to gr-mother Rachel White, to whom she left “a negro man 
named Jacob,” at her death to uncle Benjamin White, uncles Joshua, Joseph, 
Thomas, John, Matthew, Caleb, and Benjamin White, “remainder of Estate.” 
Brother-in- law Zephaniah Jones, and uncle Caleb Exrs. 

The will of Rachel White, née Jordan was found behind an old looking 
glass in an antique shop in Suffolk Va, only a few years ago, with an original 
grant to Timothy Clure 1707, and another to Benjamin Winslow 1794. Ag 
said Rachel (d of Thomas) m Benjamin Winslow, whose will Perq, p Noy 
1794, & it seems probable that some of his descendants sold the looking glagy 
to the antique dealer. Benjamin Winslow names in his will sons: Joseph, 
John, Jordan, & Benjamin (2) Dau’s: Sarah, and Rachel. Test’ Israel, & 
on Paes 
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The will of Rachel White, found behind the looking glass, was unfortunately 
unsigned, & not dated, but she names the same children, named in her husband 
Thomas Whites will p 1762, so there can be no doubt of her identity. As thiy 
will has never so far been published, the writer gives it in full, for the benetit 
of future generations, 


Will of Rachel White, of Perq Co. 


I Rachel White, of the Province of Carolina, and County of Perquimany, 
being weak of body, But of Sound, and Disposing memory, do think Proper 
to make and ordain this to be my last Will and Testament, in manner and 
form following; Firstly, I give and bequeath unto my three sons, Joshua 
White, John White, and Caleb White, my negro girl Called Priscilla, She 
and all her Increase to them and their heirs forever, also I give unto my 


son Joshua, one Brass Kittle, and one Stone pot, to him and his heirs; also 
I give unto my son John, one Small Round table, and two Chairs; also I 
give unto my son Caleb, one feather Bed, and furniture, and three earthen 
plates, to him and his heirs forever. Secondly I give, & bequeath unto my 
yon Thomas, my Desk ? and one Cow, and one Walnut framed looking glass, 
and one Couch, to him and his heirs forever. Thirdly I give and bequeath 
unto my son Joseph two Cows, and two heifers, one Ewe, and lamb, one 
Side Saddle, and bridle, one great Chest, and one Pewter Dish, and three 
plates, two white chairs, to him and his heirs forever. Fourthly I give and 
bequeath unto my son Matthew, two heifers, one tub and pail, two Ewes, 
and one looking glass, and one Candle Stick, and one Cofey pot, to him 
and his heirs forever. Fifthly I give and bequeath unto my daughter Rachel 
Winslow, one Small Square table, and one brass Candle Stick, and one negro 
wench Judah, and one old feather bed and some furniture. Sixthly I give 
und bequeath unto my Daughter Mary Winslow, Eight pounds proc— money, 
three Earthen plates, and one Earthen prinah ? bole, one Small Stone mug, 
to her and her heirs forever. Seventhly I give and bequeath unto my Daughter 
Sarah Nicholson, one feather bed, and furniture, that Mary Pritchet left me, 
one half Duzen Earthen plates, and one punch bole, one large pewter Dish, 
one Deep puwter Dish, one tee pot, and five tee Cups, and sas—(saucers) one 
large Stone pot, one Square table, one Chest, to her and hers forever. 
Hightly and lastly I give and bequeath unto my son Benjamin, one feather 
bed and furniture, and one Case and bottles, also I give all right of that Negro 
man Called Jacob, which Mary Prichard left me, to him and his heirs forever. 
No signature, and no probate, not dated.

Rachel White was still living 1774, when her son John (d. s. p. will Perq) 
made his will said year. The grant to Timothy Clare 1707, called for 300a 
on Perg River, and it is supposed that the original was kept by some member 
of his descendants and finally fell into the hands of Rachel White, who hid 
same behind the old looking glass for safe keeping. Benjamin Winslow 
who m Rachel White (d of Rachel, and Thomas, as before shown) was 
ancestor of Jordan Winslow late of Winfall, who was father of Mr. Alonzo 
Winslow now residing there. Benjamin Winslow was son of John Winslow, 
and wite Hyther Snelling, d of Israel, & Hannah née Larance, who was 3d 
and last wife of Timothy Clare. The writer has now in her possession an 


old “square walnut table’ which was given to her husband Watson Winslow, 
by his grandmother, and the question naturally arises, could thig table be 
the same mentioned in the will of both Thomas, and Rachel White? The 
style of the table proves it to be at least 225 years of age and it may very 
well be the same. (See other White will; N. C, Hist Reg, Vol 3-3.) 

Of Joseph Jordan, who also moved to Pergq at an early date, and settled near 
Little River Bridge, the Quaker records give data as follows: 

Jordan, Joseph, departed this Life, 11 11mo 1725. (Reg of Suttons Creek, 
Perq Co.) : 

Jordan, Joseph (2) departed this Life —, 12mo 1752. (Reg of Suttons 
Creek, Perq Co.) 

Jordan, Joseph (3) departed this life 4, 7mo 1760. (Reg of Suttons Creek, 
Perg Co.) 

Jordan, Mary (widow of Joseph) died 6, 10mo 1767, and was buried in 
Friends burying ground at Newbegun Creek, in the 63d year of her age. 


Jordan, Jane, (widow of Joseph, dau of Joseph Barrow) died 7, 10mo 1789, 
age 63. 

Jordan, Joseph, Gent, appears first in Perq, with wife ffelia Christi, and 
purchased 200a of land in Pasquotank Co called “Chanceys,” where said Jordan 
“now lives,” 1704. ffelia Christi was probably the first wife of Joseph who 
died 1725, or there may have been a former Joseph who was father of Joseph 
who died 1725, and this seems to be the most plausible conclusion, taking 
into consideration the fact that, “Joseph Jordan (s of Joseph of North Car) 
m Mary Rix (d of Abraham, of Isle of Wight Co Va) in 10, 2mo 1723, therefore 
we see that Joseph (s of Joseph) m a sister of Mourning Ricks, who m, as 
before seen, Josiah Jordan of Isle of Wight Co, being cousins once removed, 
and marrying sisters. 

Jordan, Joseph (3) was a Schoolmaster in Pera, teaching perhaps in or 
near Woodville where he lived, this being the first school spoken of on the 
records of Perq Co, He petitioned the Court Jan 1766 for license to keep 
“an Ordinary at his now Dwelling House, neur Little River Bridge.” He 
was also a Quaker minister, und probably held forth in the “Little River 
meeting house” near by on the River by same name. 

Joseph Jordan m Penelope Pendleton, at Symons Creek, 7, 3mo 1747. . Mar- 
riages unplaced.

She was an Elder in Friends meeting at Chuckatuck, and had 
taken from her by the high Sheriff of Isle of Wight Co, 120 lbs of Tob, 25, 1 mo 
1701, she being a widow 11, 7mo 1700. (Sufferings of Quakers.) Thomag 
Jordan her husband “Departed this Life, ye 8, 10mo 1699, on ye sixth day of 
the week.” He also suffered persecution at the hands of authorities, being 
imprisoned six weeks for “being at a meeting at his own house” but wag 
released by order of Kings Proclamation. Of the Jordan family too much 
can not be said, as they seem to be from beginning to end a family of great 
worth, true, strong, public spirited, every where holding places of honor, 
and public offices, they have blazed u way for their good name through all 
generations, since the first intrepid adventurer Samuel Jordan set foot on 
American soil, down to the present day. 

My own husbands mother being of this splendid family, I feel that I can 
not say too much about them, she herself being a fine example of all that 
good womanhood stands for in this life.

J. Grant Stevenson, Provo, Utan, in 1969, contains some omissicns and errors relat- 
ing to the branch of the Jordan family from which I descend which should be corrected 


as soon 2s possible, 


Specifically, they are: 


® On pege 139 it is stated that the five children of Samuel Jordan and of 
Elizabeth Fleming were two sons, Samuel Jordan of Seven Islands and Matthew Jordan, 
and three daughters whose names are not given. This history establishes the fact 
there there was an edditional son, Charles Jordan, who heads a list of Charles 
Jordans extending through the next four generations, the last, Charles Wesley 
Jordan, being the compiler's maternal grandfather. 


Charles Jordan, son of Samuel and Elizabeth (Fleming) Jordan, had four sons 
and one davghter, all mentioned in his will. Th Douglas register of St. James 
Northam Parish, Goochland County, Virginia, tabulates the marriages of the four 
younger children, and the births of many of their children. 


On page 147 it is atated that “there is no clear-cut data that Samuel Jordan 
had children other than his two caughters Margaret and Mary; but it is believed 
that he had sons, or 2 son James Jcrdan, whe married Sarah Stodghbill," As a mate 
ter of fact, Samuel Jordan had seven daughters and no sons. Tne Janes Jordan nen- 
tioned kas the son of Charles Jordan, brother of Samuel. James Jozdan's brother, 
Matthew, married Mary Stodghill, : 


Another obvious error js on page 148 where it is stated that Matthew Jordan 
was the second son of Samuel and Elizabeth (Fleming) Jordan, "born in 1762". The 
1762 must have been a typographical error, but it is evident that Matthew ras 
the third son, Charles being the second. 

On page 153 it is stated that Felming Jordan, son of Matthew, “married Martha 
Yarn on Karch 10, 1787 ...". This may be true, bat the fact is omitted that Flening 
Jordan married Marthe Gaines Mosre in Wilkes County, Georgia, on the 12 June 1792, 
and teck up extensive land- erants in Franklin County, Georgia, the same year, 


In omitting the first Charles Jordan and most of his descendants fron the 
Samuel Jordan (Immigrant Ancestor) - Chazles Wesley Jordan line, THESE JORDANS 
WERE HERE has left the impression that there was no such Charles Jordan, thus 
relegating to the limbo him and his descendants, many of whom came to Ceorgia prior 
to or shortly efter the Revolutionary War, 

The purpose of the distribution of this history to other than members of the 
Jordan family who are relatives of the compiler is to set the record straight. 


Other than as noted above, THSSE JORDANS WeRE HERE contains a wealth of Jordan

There are several branches of the Jordan family in fmerica. They are well 
documented, due no doubt to the prominence of their founding Isnigrant Ancestors 
and their nunercus offspring. Some of the information published on them, however, 
is incorrect, caused principally by the old custom of perenis® naming their chil- 
dren for themselves “to carry on the name“, and for other close menbers of the 
family, The result is that we find the names Fenjamin, Charles, Janes, etc.s re= 
Sccuring in successive generations of the branchss, making iv difficult to correct~ 
ly identify a Benjanin, Charles, or Janes, etc., with his cozvect line. This rp oi 
tion is pointed out by Olivia Jordan Perry in her beck “These Jordans Were Here”, 
but she has not avoided being a victim of it by the misidentification of a Janes. 
Jordan on p. 147 of her book, as is shoxn on page below 


Various spellings of the name Jordan appear in the records: Jardin, Jorden, 
Jordin, Jordon, Jourdan, Jourdain, Jourder, and Jourdine, {t is even spelled 
Ierdan in very early records where I and J were listed alphabetically tegoether

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APPENDIX I 
THE JORDAN FAMILY 
GENERATION I. SAMUEL JORDAN (1578-1623) — 


The first of the Jordans to come to the New World, Samuel left 
Plymouth, England, on 1609, June 18 in Sir George Somer's fleet 
of eight ships, but the boat on which he was traveling (the "Sea- 
venture") was shipwrecked near Bermuda during an exceptionally 
severe storm. Instead of repairing the damaged ship, the surviv- 
ors built two new ships, but they didn't arrive at Jamestown in 
Va. until 1610, July 25. Samuel was well-educated, as he kept a 
log of the period they were in Bermuda. He had married in either 
France or England. Although his wife's name is unknown (she had 
probably died before he left England), four known children were 
born to this marriage: 


I-l1. Anne Marie Jordan, b. ca. 1597, was md. ca. 1618 to 
Laurence Hulet, who later was the Treasurer at James 
City, Va., in the 1620's. 


I-2. Robert Jordan was killed by Indians during the 1622 
uprising as he was on the way to warn a plantation 
some 5 miles away of the coming attack by the Indians. 


I-3. Thomas Jordan (1600-1644). See Generation II below. 


I-4. Samuel Jordan had matriculated at All-Soul's College 
in Oxford, England, for the 1623-4 years, thus es- 
caping the 1622 Indian massacre. He returned to Vir- 
ginia, and in 1626 had a patent for land in Surry Co., 
Va. 


Samuel Jordan was married in Virginia ca. 1620 to the widow, 
Cicely Bailey, who had a daughter Temperance Bailey. Cicely 
(possibly Greene) had come to Virginia in 1611 on the "Swan," and 
both Samuel and Cicely received land grants for being “Ancient 
Planters." On one of these grants, on the south side of James 
River, Samuel built a very large plantation called "Jordan's 
Journey," where he and his family survived the Indian massacre. 
However, Samuel died the following year in March of 1623 at his 
home, called "Beggar's Bush" (present location is Prince George 
Co., Va.). After Samuel's death Cicely was married three more 
times: to William Farrar, to Peter Montague, and to Thomas 
Parker. Samuel and Cicely had two daughters born in America: 


I-5. Mary Jordan, born 1621. No further information. 


I-6. Margaret Jordan, b. 1623, after the death of her 
father. No further information. 
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GENERATION II. THOMAS JORDAN 


Probably born in Wiltshire, England, he came to Virginia in 
1623 on the "Diana." He settled on land in Isle of Wight Co. 
which he received for paying for the transportation of 18 men as 
colonists. In 1624-5 his name is on the list of Gov. Yardley's 
men, probably as one of the governor's guards. He also served in 
the House of Burgesses in 1629 and 1632. He probably died about 
1644 as that is when the record of his land transactions stops. 
His wife's name is unknown, but two children are positively 


identified: 
II-l. Thomas Jordan (See Generation III below.) 


II-2. Margaret Jordan, was married to James Davis, a son 
of Thomas Davis of Nansemond Co. They had one known 
son, also named Thomas Davis. 


Some sources say that Thomas also had a son Richard Jordan, who 
in 1654 married Elizabeth Reynolds, daughter of Christopher 
Reynolds, and died 1687, May 3. 


GENERATION III. THOMAS JORDAN (1634-1699) 


Born at Chuckatuck, Nansemond Co., Va., 1634-7-7 and died in 
December of 1699 in Isle of Wight Co., Thomas married ca. 1658-9 
in Isle of Wight Co. to Margaret Brasseur, b. 1642, Sept. and 
died 1708-12-7, a dt. of Robert Brasseur. Robert was born ca. 
1620 in Avignon, France, and died 1665 in Calvert Co., Md. The 
Brasseurs were Huguenots and lived for a time in Virginia, but 
because of religious persecution, Robert moved to Maryland, where 
conditions were more tolerable. During the spread of the Quaker 
movement in Virginia by George Fox, a noted minister from Eng- 
land, the young girl Margaret became converted at the age of 16, 
and she was evidently influential in persuading others of the 
Jordan family and their neighbors to also join this Quaker group, 
also called the Society of Friends. Because of their belief, 
both Thomas and Margaret Jordan suffered much persecution by the 
authorities, having their tobacco crops and other property con- 
fiscated, paying heavy fines, and even spending months in prison. 
Of the following ten children, eight remained in the Quaker 
faith, with Thomas and Samuel becoming Episcopalians. Children 
of Thomas and Margaret (Brasseur) Jordan were: 


III-1. Thomas Jordan, b. 1660-1-6, d. before 1759, was md. 
1679 in the house of his father to Elizabeth Burgh, 
dt. of William Burgh, who had come to America before 
1665. Thomas was called "Major Thomas Jordan" and 
in 1696 was a Burgess for Nansemond Co. He was also 
called "a planter and a merchant of Prince George 
Co., Va.," and owned a fleet of boats. He became 
an Episcopalian shortly after his marriage, serving ae 2 
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as a vestryman. He was also a Sheriff from 1708 to 
1729, a Justice of the Peace, and a Lieut. of the 
militia in 1714. He and Elizabeth had 4 children. 


John Jordan, b. 1663-6-17, Nansemond Co., died be- 
tween 1710 and 1712 (per the dates for his will in 
Isle of Wight Co). He was a planter, miller, and 
surveyor of Newport Parish, Isle of Wight Co. He 
was md. 1688-12-9 at the house of his father to 
Margaret Burgh (who d. before 1728), a daughter of 
William Burgh and sister of Elizabeth who had md. 
John's brother Thomas. John and Margaret had six 
children. 


James Jordan, b. 1665-11-11, died 1732-10-13 (will 
proven 1732/3, Jan. 22 at Isle of Wight Co.). He 
was married on 1688-3-29 at a meeting in John Cope- 
land's house to Elizabeth Ratcliff, a dt. of Richard 
and Elizabeth Ratcliff of Isle of Wight Co. There 
is a possibility that this is the James Jordan who 
was married 1701-1-14 at Chuckatuck MM to Anna Rose- 
ter of Elizabeth River (per Hinshaw's records in 
Vol. VI). However, she is called Jane Roseter in 
Early Quaker Records in Virginia by Miles White, 
Jr., who said no witnesses were given in the record 
he had seen. James and Elizabeth had at least three 


children. 


Robert Jordan, born 1668-7-11, Nansemond Co., Va., 
died 1728-8-3, is buried in the family burying 
ground, and was called a "Quaker minister of Nanse- 
mond." Robert married 1687/8-12-9 at his father's 
house to Christian Taberer Oudeland, a dt. of Thomas 
and Margaret Taberer and a widow of William Oude- 
land/Outland. She died less than 2 years later, on 
1689-6-26, leaving a 5-month-old daughter Christian. 
Robert Jordan married 2nd on 1690~-5-10 at John 
Scott's house to Mary Belson (1673-1717), a dt. of 
Edmund and Elizabeth Belson of Nansemond. Robert 
md. 3rd 1718-7-9 at Curles MM to Dorothy Cary 
Pleasants, a daughter of Major Thomas Cary and his 
wife Anna Milner of Warwick Co., Va., and widow of 
John Pleasants of Henrico Co., Va. Robert and Mary 
(Belson) Jordan had nine children. 


Richard Jordan, b. 1670-6-6, d. 1723-10-29, was md. 
1706-6-22 to Rebecca Ratcliff, b. 1684, a daughter 
of Richard and Elizabeth Ratcliff of Terasco Neck 
in Va. Richard Jordan was a prosperous planter and 
also was sheriff of Isle of Wight Co. ‘in 1718. He 
and Rebecca had eight children. : 
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III-6. Joseph Jordan (called "Joseph of North Carolina" in 
Virginia records) was born 1672-7-8, died 1725- 
11-11 in Pasquotank Co., N.C. He had moved to the 
present-day area of Weeksville, N.C. about 1704, 
and he is buried at the Quaker burial ground near 
that city. His first wife was named Sarah, by whom 
he had possibly three children. About 1705 Joseph 
Jordan was married to ffelia Christi Akehurst, a dt. 
of Daniel Akehurst Esq. of Warwick Co., Va. Joseph 
and his second wife were administrators of Daniel 
Akehurst's will in 1706. 


III-7. Benjamin Jordan, b. 1674-7-18, died 1716-12-12 at 
Isle of Wight Co., Va., at age ca. 42, was md. ca. 
1707/08 to Sarah Robinson. She was a step-daughter 
of Joseph Glaister, and after Benjamin's death was 
married to James Bates. She died in 1756, age 
nearly 70. Benjamin and Sarah had 4 children. 


III-8. Matthew Jordan, "a prosperous planter" of Isle of 
Wight Co., b. 1676-1-11, d. 1748, was md. 1699-7-6 
at Lower Va. MM to Dorothy Newby Bufkin. Dorothy 
was a daughter of William and Isabell Newby,- was 
born about 1670 and had md. Leaven Bufkin on 1688- 
2-17 at his house in Nansemond, Va. Matthew and 
Dorothy Jordan had four children. 


III-9. Samuel Jordan, called "Col. Samuel Jordan Senr.," 
was born 1679-2-15, died ca. 1718 (will proved June, 
1719 in New Kent Co., Va.). He was married at Hen- 
rico Co., Va., to Elizabeth Fleming, dt. of Charles 
and Susannah (Tarlton) Fleming of New Kent Co., Va. 
They had four children, including a son Samuel, who 
was a colonel of the militia in Buckingham Co., Va., 
serving in the Revolution, and who lived at “Seven 


Islands." 


III-10. Joshua Jordan (1681-1717). See Generation IV below. 


GENERATION IV. JOSHUA JORDAN 


A planter and surveyor, Joshua was born 1681~-6-30 at Chucka- 
tuck, Nansemond Co., Va., and died in 1717 at age 36. His will, 
dated 28 Feb. at Isle of Wight Co., was presented to court 1718- 
12-30 by his widow. He was md. ca. 1699 to Elizabeth Sanbourne, 

—a dt. of Daniel and Sarah (possibly Copeland) Sanbourne of Isle 
of Wight Co. Joshua owned at least 150 acres of land in Isle of 
Wight Co. After Joshua's death, Elizabeth was md. on 1721-9-23 
to Cornelius Ratcliff, a son of Richard. Joshua and Elizabeth 
(Sanbourne) Jordan had the following children: 


IV-l1. Sarah Jordan, born about 1700. 
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IV-2. Rachel Jordan (1703-1768). See Generation V below. 


IV-3. Mary (or Millicent) Jordan, b. ca. 1704, md. ca. 
1722/3 to John George (1704-1784), a son of Robert 
of Middlesex Co., Va. John George md. 2nd to Ursula 
Dudley. 


IV-4, Joshua Jordan, born ca. 1706, died 1743, md. Sarah

GENERATION V. RACHEL JORDAN 


Born 1703-3-24 in Va., Rachel died 1768-6-16 in Perquimans Co., 
N.C. She was md. 1719-7-3 at Isle of Wight Co., Va., to Thomas 
White (1696-1719), son of John White and wife Rachel. See 
Chapter III for Thomas and Rachel (Jordan) White information.

Dear Jean, 


Thank you so much for taking the time from your busy schedule to write and send 
me the information on my families. You are so kind. 


I had gotten the initials of the David Miley children from census records, but 
had not been able to find names of all of them. My cousin's wife, who was the great 
grand daughter of David and Sophia Langston Miley, tells me that Sophia's first 
husband was a Mr. Holder. She also said that Sophia and Mr. Holder's daughter, Marvy 
Elizabeth. Holder married A. J. Moss, Sr. If this is true, the two older boys (Harver 
and James) are probably also Holder children. You might want to change the "Moss" to 
"Holder" on the Langston information that I sent vou earlier. The reason that I was 
so sure that Sophia's first husband was a Moss is on the Jones County 1880 census, 
David Miley is living with the A. J. Moss family and listed as step father. I took 
this to be step father of A. J. Moss (which would have made his mother to have been 
married to a Moss). My cousin's wife thinks it means the step father of his wife, 
Marv Elizabeth Holder, Moss. Sophia must have gotten married verv young the first 
time. The census records says she was born about 1816. 


I am sending you a little more on the Wiley P. Jordan Sr. family. Do not know 
who the other Jordans that you have listed are, but they could be related. 


Now about the Reddoch book. I believe they have the wrong Langston married to 
Mary Reddoch. This James Hiram (or J. H.) Langston was married to Elizabeth in 
1844 and lived in Jasper County. Mary Ann was only twelve years old at this time. 
I know this is the same one because in the Covington County courthouse records of 
Solomon Langston's will they speak of J.H. Langston of Jasper County. I think 
Mary Reddoch was the second wife of Matthew S. Langston. He was killed in the 
Civil War. There are records in the courthouse where a Mary Ann Langston proved 
herself to be the widow of Matthew S. Langston so she could sell his property 
after the Civil War. John A. Reddoch was mentioned in manv of the court trans- 
actions and I believe he was her father. 

The reason I believe that Matthew's first wife was a Welch is because his 
two children were livine with a Sarah Welch on the Jones County 1870 census. His 
first wife Susan (Susannah) must have died soon after the Covington County 1860 
census was taken. Henry and Sarah Welch had a daughter named Susannah, listed on 
one of the earlier census. They could have been the children's grandparents. 


I can find no record of anv children by a Langston and Mary Reddoch, as the 
Reddoch book states.
